Paris welcomed the Grand Command- 
ery of Kentucky Knights Templar, 
Wednesday, and the citizens extended 
a glad hand to the host of Knights and 
ladies who gathered for the sixty-fifth 
annual conclave. 

Practiclly every commandery in the 
State had representatives here to par- 
ticipate in the ceremonies and enjoy 
the attendant festivities. It was esti- 
mated that 1.500 Knights and ladies 
were in attendance on the opening day 
of the two-days' session of the com- 
manaery. 

Ideal weather conditions prevailed in 
the early morning Wednesday, the 
threatening elements giving way to 
warm sunshine, but only for a few 
short hours. when a deluge drove the 
masses of humanity that lined the 
streets to shelter, and marred the 
parade. Hundreds of peonle from sur- 
rounding towns were here to witness 
the parade. 

Main street, with the decorations 
replaced alter the heavy rain and wind 
Storm Tuesday night, looked more 
beautiful than before. 

The Paris Military Band, which had 
been augmented to twenty-five pieces, 
was engaged bv Couer de Lion com- 
mandery No. 20,^of Paris, and met all 
incoming delegaticrs of Knights and 
ladies, and escorted them to the Re- 
ception Committee headquarters on 
Broadwav, where they were provided 
with badges and programs and fchown 
to their headauarters. 

The Richmond and Versailles com- 
manderies were the first to arrive 
Tuesday afternoon at 3:30 o'clock. 
The Covington and Louisville com- 
manderies came later in the day. The 
Newport commandery arrived Wednes- 
day rr.ornine\ and on a special train the 
UeMolay commanaery arrived in the 
city from Louisville. They carried a 
baggage car well rilled with parapher- 
nalia, refreshments, etc., and were 
prepared to have a royal good time. 
. Webb commandery, of Lexington, 
came over on two soecial cars on the 
interurban line, and by the hour the 
church services began Wednesday 
morning all the cpmmanderies had 
representatives in the city to attend 
the ceremonies. 

At 8:30 o'clock the commanderies 
assembled st their headquarters and 
matched to the Christian church, 
where the divine services were held. 
The church was crowded to overflow- 
ing, many being compelled to stand on 
the outside. The auuitcrium was re 
served for the Knights, while the Sun- 
day school ar.d lecture rooms were turn 
ed over to the spectators. 

Miss Betsy Kay presided at the 
organ, and rendered a nrogram of 
choice music while the audience was 
assembling. 

After all were seated, a solemn hush 
fell UDon the vast assemblage, while 
Sir Knight William Yoeman, Right 
Eminent Grand Commander of Ken 
tucky, announced the order ot the 
exercises. 

The invocation wa9 pronounced by 
Sir Knight Rev. Dr. B. M. Shive, Das 
tor ot the Paris Presbyterian church, 
nd a member ef Couer de Lion com- 
mander) No. 26. 

Sir Knight Hon. Claude M. Thoma 
then voiced the welcome of the Paris 
commandery and the people of Paris 
and Bourbon county to the visitors. 
He said that he should like to deliver 
the keys of the city to the Knights, 
but that Mayor Hinton. who had never 
united with the Knights Templar and 
does not wear the plumes of the order, 
says he has made diligent search for 
those keys which were delivered to the 
Knight9*upon the occasion of their last 
visit, and has been unable to find 
them. "This coming together in annu- 
al conclave to review everything that 
afftcts the Master's cause, is like the 
custom of the Knights of old who met 
once every year about the famous table 
at the feasi of Pentecost to renew 
their vows of Knignthtod," said Mr.

They should be 
glad to appropriate everything in 
sight, and to show that they were not 
hard to please nor to feed, as compar- 
ed with a horse or an elephant.

Good Roads Movement. 

The Democratic House of Repre- 
sentatives has given the good roads 
movement a flying start. This fact is 
of momentous importance to the 
people of this nation. Ever since the 
Constitution was written there has 
been talk of imnroving the public 
highways. It remained for this, the 
first session of the Sixty-second Con- 
gress, to actually do something toward 
bringing about that end. It required 
upward of a score of years to make a 
start toward stamping out railroad re- 
bating>nd the Jaw prohibiting that 
Dractice was passed in a month after 
the start was made. Likewise the 
pure food law lagged for seventeen 
years until an actual start was made. 
Within a few weeks after the talking 
was supplanted bv_action ;the law be- 
came a reality. 

The Democrats in Congress hava in- 
jected the first breath of life into the 
agitation for better loads. The House 
has actually passed a bill and as the 
matter now stands it is up to the Re- 
publican Senate and President to carry 
the work along. If they refuse the 
people will know exactly where to 
place the responsibility. Now that the 
Democrats have taken a definite step 
forward the issue becomes clear cut 
and direct. 

In all the Democratic speeches sur> 
Dorting the bill for road improvement, 
which was introduced by Congressman 
Dorsey W. Shackleford, of Missouri, it 
was made plain that under |the Demo- 
cratic program it is proposed to spend 
that money which is now wasted, for 
road improvement. 

Every year the government spends 
millions of dollars for the upkeep of 
navy yards, which all naval experts 
agree are useless. The Democrats 
propose to divert this money into the 
improvement of the roads.

The Democrats propose to abolish 
these commissions,* and to spend the 
Bsoney|for road imorovement.

CURIOUS BITS 
OF HISTORY 

CHILDREN IN COAL MINES. 

By A. W. MACY. 
It seems incredible that with. 
In the last seventy-five years lit- 
tle children were employed in 
the coal mines of England and 
often treated no better than 
work-anirru.ls, yet such was the 
case. In 1842 a parliamentary 
commission reported that in 
many mines it was common for 
children to begin work under- 
ground at seven years old. In 
some thev began at six, and In 
a few instances as early as five 
years old. One extreme case 
was reported where children 
were worked "as low as four 
years old," and "so young they 
had to be brought to work In 
their bed-gowns." In another 
case, the report said, "Children 
are sometimes brought to the 
pit at the age of six years, and 
are taken out of bed at four 
o'clock." The working day was 
from 14 to 16 hours. The venti- 
lation In nearly all the mines 
was bad, and the drainage 
worse. The children were made 
to draw loads by means of a 
girdle and chain, going on all- 
fours, often "through avenues 
not so good as a cammon sewer, 
quite as wet, and oftentimes 
more contracted." The report 
aroused general Indignation and 
resulted not only In excluding, 
children from mines, but In 
revoJutlonJiing labor conditions 
generally in England.

CURIOUS BITS 
OF HISTORY 

A HEROIC SPANISH MAIDEN.

A woman helped to give Na- 
poleon his first check and to 
show Europe that he was not 
invincible. Her name was 
Agustina, and she is known in 
history as the Maid of 6aragoa- 
In the Peninsular war the 
city cf Saragossa was twice bo- 
sieged by the French army; 
once in the summer of 1808 and 
again the following winter. The 
city had no fortifications but 
crumbling walls, behind which 
were a few ancient cannon; but 
the whole population, men 
women and children, rushed to 
its defense. Bravest of them all 
was Agustina. She was not a 
woman of quality, only a lemon- 
ade seller in the streets; but 
she performed mighty deeds of 
valor and by her example en- 
couraged others to acts of 
bravery. Once when a cannon- 
eer fell mortally wounded she 
snatched the fuse from his hand 
and herself fired the cannon. 
For her brave actions she was 
made an officer in the Spanish 
army, and presented with many 
decorations. Saragossa fell, but 
only after 50,000 of her citizens 
had perished from war and pes- 
tilence Her heroic defense stag- 
gered Napoleon for a time, for 
it revealed the intrepid spirit 
of a people when fighting for 
their homes. Agustina lived to 
be very old, dying in 1857.

Ten Thousand of That Race and Faith 
Known to Be Residents of 
the Metropolis. 

Almost unknown to the general 
community is the steadily Increasing 
immigration into New York of Span* 
ish speaking Jews from the Orient 
It is estimated that these descendants 
of the Jewry expelled from the Iber 
ian peninsula over 400 years ago now 
number about 10,000 in New York 
city. 

Others are spreading abroad 
throughout the country, and a body of 
these Jews who have vlung so faith- 
fully to their Spanish tongue held re- 
ligious services according to their 
own minhag last Rosh Hashona so 
far west as Portland, Ore. 

In New York they are at least

Central Kentucky produces 
practically all of the bluegrass of the 
world, and the crop of seed is one < f 
the important revenues of the Central 
Kentucky farmer. The annual produc- 
tion runs all the way from 300,000 tc 
800.000 bushels, and this vear it i<« esti- 
mated may make almost 1.000.000 bush- 
els. The nrice varies from 40 or 50 
cents to $1 per bushel. In view of the 
heavy crop the sales this year are 
starting at 50 cents a bushel as it 
stands in the pasture, the buyer doing 
the stripping. An acre of bluegrass 
will produce from 15 to 30 bushels of 
seed, and as the reaping of the seed in 
no way impairs the value ot the grass 
for grazing purposes, the sale of the 
seed stands as a special premium paid 
annually to the owner of bluegrass sod.
